The tiral of" Stanley Prichard in 


police court yesterday afternoon, on th 
charge of obstructing the sidewalk Wed 
nesday, attracted - a large crowd o 
bicycle men and friends of the accusec 
gentleman. The result of the tria 
was entirely satisfactory to Mr. Prich 
ard and his friends, a jury of busines. 
men finding him not guilty. 


Mr. Prichard, who was represented 


by Messrs. Oscar Newman and Harry 
T. Banuon, demanded a trial by jury, 
and Chas. C. Seebohin, Lee Mnrphy, 
Frank White and W. B. Anderson were 
called upon to hear the case. It was 
tho most intelligent jury that has sa 
upon a case for many a long day. The 
state was represented by Floyd McOor 
inick. 


The evidence of Mr. Prichard, cor- 


roborated by eight or ten young gentle 
men, was to the effect that a crowd of 
about fifteen young men had been 
standing in the store discussing some 
matter. 
Aboiit 9:30-Mr. Pricharc 


closed his shop and the crowd moved 
out on the sidewalk. 
They stood there 


three or four minutes, when policemen 
Ingles and Stokely came along and or- 
dered the crowd to disperse. 
The 


greater number of them began, to move 
off. 
'Mr. Prichard was talking to 


smaller group of four boys, and when 
the policemen came up, he said to this 
crowd, "Don't go boys; come up here 
by the window." The policeman, Mr. 
Ingles, thought he was talking to the 
whole crowd. 
He became very angry 


and said to Prichard: " I mean you, 
too; d—n you. If you don't move I'l] 
jerk the whole top of your d—d head 
off. 
I've got it in for you, anyway " 


Some words then passed between Mr. 
Prichard and the officer, the latter 
making frequent threats to put tbat 
young man in the watchhousc. 


Mr. Ingles denied having used any 


profane language whatever. 


The evidence showed that no persons 


attempted to pass while the boys were 
standing on the sidewalk, and that 
they were not there altogether longer 
than six or seven minutes. 
At the 


time the officer came up Mr. Prichard 
was staudug on the curb and had not 
yet locked up his place of business. 
It 


was very apparent tbat the 
officer 


made a mistake in the arrest of that 
young gentleman, and the jury so de- 
cided. ;Mr. Prichard is one of the finest 
young men in the city. "He is a hust- 
ling, active young business man and 
would not wilfully or 
maliciously 


Dreak the ordinances of the city. 


As the Times has frequently stated, 


our city police should use more judg- 
ment and discretion in making arrests 
and filing affidavits. 
There are en- 


tirely too many reckless arrests, and 
some day a damage suit may open 
somebody's eyes. 
The writer saw an 


officer (not Mr. Ingles) arrest a man 
recently and then proceed to pick a 
quarrel with him—the officer and the 
arrested one being engaged in a loud 
dispute all the way to the station 
louse. 
It is also a fact that crowds 


nightly gather in front of certain sa- 
loons on Chillicothe and Second streets, 
whose talk and boisterous actions are 
i hundred times more annoying to 
mssers by than were the actions of 
;hese young men. 
The police should 


be consistent .and begin at the worst 
vil, not the lesser.
